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Foreigners Said Red Advisers 


... Claim Made By High-Ranking Detector From Hanoi 


Saigon (#) — Soviet, Chinese, Cuban, North 


Korean and French "military strategists" are 
advising Communist-led forces fighting in South 
Vietnam, a high-ranking defector from Hanoi 
claimed Tuesday. 


He said the Frenchmen were former 


prisoners of war from the French Indochina 
conflict who were not repatriated under the 
1954 Geneva accords. 


The defector is Dr. Dang Tan, a former 


official in Nort Vietnam's Defense Ministry 
sent to South Vietnam as "minister of public 
health" in a proposed revolutionary government. 


He Saw Foreign Reds 


He said he personally saw foreign Com- 


munist advisers at rest stations on the Ho 
Chi Minn Trail when he traveled south through 
Laos in 1967. 


In the next two years, while he was 


establishing a guerrilla hospital in South Viet- 
nam's Pleiku province, Tan said, he saw "four 
or five groups of foreign military strategists, 
each numbering three to five men." 


They always carried arms, usually wore 


black pajamas 
and were invariably ac- 


companied by "large security forces" of North 
Vietnamese soldiers, he said. 


Tan, 42, spoke to the Associated Press 


through an interpreter in his first interview 
since his defection Sept. 26, 1969. He later 


appeared at a news conference, but it was 
not explained why he had been kept under 
wraps by Saigon's Chieu Hoi (open arms) 
ministry for more than l% years. 


Reports May Be Explained 


Tan's revelations could help to explain 


recurring reports of Caucasians seen fighting 
with Viet Cong and North Vietnamese units. 
These never have been proved conclusively 
because U.S. and South Vietnamese forces have 
never found any Caucasian bodies among enemy 
dead. 


Asked if some of the foreign advisers might 


have been American prisoners of war, Tan 
replied: "No. Hanoi propaganda says American 


GIs are fighting with the VC-NVA but I have 
never seen this with my own eyes. 


"The men I saw were-Russians, Chinese, 


Cubans, North Koreans and French. They came 
south to study the battlefields, to study the 
situation and see how they could help. I have 
seen them deep in South Vietnamese territory. 
I have heard them speaking their foreign 
languages." 


Joined Viet Minn At 16 


The slight, bespectacled medical man joined 


the Viet Minh in his native Quang Ngai province 
at the age of 16 and became a Communist 
three years later. His membership was 
sponsored by Pham Kiet, now vice minister

Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., 
which would require the in- 
dustry to make cars which are 
more easily repaired and less 
easily damaged.

Simpson To Seek $5 Million 
For Addition To NU Library 


Sen. 
Harold Simpson Monday said the 


Legislature will be asked to appropriate $5 
million for immediate construction of a library 
addition 
on the 
University of Nebraska's 


downtown Lincoln campus. 


The request will come in the form of a 


proposed amendment to the Appropriations 
Committee's capital construction budget bill. 


The committee, following the lead of Gov. 


J. James Exon, has provided only for $180,000 
i:i planning funds for the addition during fiscal 
1971-72. 


Exon has budgeted $3,320,000 in construction 


funds for fiscal 1972-73. 


The university's total request for the project 


amounts fo $7.250,000, Simpson noted. 


"No planning funds are needed," he said. 


"The planning has already been done." 


Simpson was a leader two years ago in 


gaining marjoity approval for $6.5 million in 
funding for the libraray addition. But $4 million 
was thrown out when it failed to receive two- 
thirds 
legislative 
endorsement 
on 
f i n a l 


reading. 


Planning for the project was undertaken 


with some of the valid $2.5 million appropria- 
tion, Simpson noted. 


Under Exon's budget, the remainder o fthat 


appropriation would be dropped into the general 
fund next fiscal year, leaving the library 
without construction money. 


"I think we're ready to build," Simpson 


said. 


"The planning is done. All we need to 


do is alter somewhat the structure we had 
in mind and get the job done." 


Simpson said he consulted with university 


officials before arriving at the proposed $5 
million construction figure. 


"I think this is the Number One priority 


for construction on the Lincoln campus and 
it is needed now," he said.

Both sponsors were Viet Minh generals in

At that time a Communist Chinese e n t r y 


into the Indochina war was considered a 
possibility and Tan was selected for interpreter 
training. He studied Chinese for a year in 
Binh Dinh province, but plans for Chinese 
participation in an offensive were scrapped and 
he was allowed to move to Hanoi for medical 
training. 


There, Tan married another Southerner, 


Nguyen Thi Minh, who was a senior employe 
in Hanoi's finance ministry when he saw her 
last in 1967. 


Appointed Chief 


The Geneva agreement ending the French 


Indochina war was signed while Tan was still 
studying to be a doctor. Nevertheless, he was 
appointed chief of the medical staff of the 
defense ministry's POW exchange section. 


"Many prisoners were not repatriated," he 


said. "Some married Vietnamese and did not 
want to go home. Some volunteered to stay 
and study our Communist system. Others were 
needed by the regime and were asked to stay. 
They were asked, yes, but some were forced 
to stay." 


Tan added that a special North Vietnamese 


army unit of former POWs, formed in 1955-56, 
contained about 300 French, Algerian and 
Moroccan soldiers. 


He rose rapidly in party ranks and was 


sent to South Vietnam with 20 other senior 
cadre in 1967. 


Promised Ministry 


"I was told to set up a public health 


system in Pleiku and after that, when we 
won the war, I would be minister of public 
health in Saigon," said Tan. "They told me 
four-fifths of the population and three-quarters 
of the country was liberated. 


"I did not believe this, but I accepted 


it. It was a propaganda necessity, to persuade 
the people to accept our cause." 


Tan spnt two years in jungles of the central 


highlands, treating civilians in "liberated" 
villages and setting up a hospital for Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese wounded. He said 
he saw "much fighting" and treated "many 
victims of .American bombing." 


Gradual Disillusionment 


Tan spent two years in jungles of the central 


disillusionment — "No one reason but a lot 
of little reasons over a long period of time. 
I just began to feel communism was outdated, 
not a suitable system of government for a 
country." 


On Sept. 3, 1969, Ho Chi Minh died. Tan 


defected three weeks later. 


"I realized he was the only great leader 


we had," said Tan. 


Strong Anti-Discrimination 
Resolution OKd By Council 


Special NU Office For Poor, Minority Students Urged 


. . . MINORITY EDUCATIO N SAID UNIVERSITY'S 'LOWEST PRIORITY'

The coordinator of special programs at the 


University of Nebraska-Lincoln Monday recom- 
mended creation of an NU system-level staff 
to direct programs for minority and low-income 
students. 


Haze Pope said the proposal came as part 


of a report presented to Chancellor D. B. Varner 
by 
representatives 
of Pope's 
office 
and 


spokesman for student organizations. 


"It is simply obvious that the university 


and the state have made minority education 
their lowest priority," Pope said in the 
report. 
Headed By Dean 


He suggested creation of the system office 


headed by a dean, appropriation of state monies 
to support the office and its staff, and the 
addition of a minority staff member to the 
financial aid offices at both Lincoln and 
UNO. 
, . . . _,_ 
"In order to adequately include minority 


students in the mainstream of higher education, 
the University of Nebraska must commit itself 
to this goal as a top priority," Pope said. 


"Many university officials and students are 


now well-acquainted with the need for a more 
complete, more elaborate m i n o r i t y pro- 
gram." 
, 
, 
, 
"The problem is becoming lew one of 


recognition ,and more one of priorifJtt, 
the 


report said. 


Contacted by The Star, Pope said students 


and staff members alike are "frustrated" 
because they believe NU has not committed 
itself to an effective program. 


He noted that a federal grant has sustained 


the current program by providing funds for 
hiring counselors for minority students and 
monies for tutoring and for innovative educa- 
tional programs. 


But he said the university's financial com- 


mitment has been small, especially when com- 
pared with other institutions in the Big 8. 


Larger Commitment 


Federal monies which have supported the 


program this year may not be forthcoming 
again unless NU has demonstrated a larger 
institutional commitment to such efforts, he 
added. 


"This program has to be part of the 


university," he said, funded as a part of the 
university's appropriations budget 


Varner and Vice Chancellor G. Robert Ross 


pledged to do all they coald to help, Pope 
said, hot he added students believe verbal com' 
mitments of the past have not led to action. 


"We're using a logical approach," he said, 


adding no one is suggesting "throwing bricks 
through windows." 


Open To Suggestions 


And he said he would be open to suggestions 


for • "batter way" to meet the problems. 


But he said he believes an organisational 


change, with a coordinator at the system level, 
would make minority programs more ef- 
fective. 


Pope's office is in the NU office of Student 


Affairs. 


The meeting with Varner and Ross came 


on the same day that Mexican-American 
students met with other university officials and 
reiterated requests for a chicano studies pro- 
gram. 


'ReacquaintThem' 


Ben Salazar, president of the NU Mexican- 


American Student Association, said he had 
visited with student affairs officials and top 
deans of the College of Arts and Sciences 
to "reacquaint them" with "the problems of 
the 
(Mexican-American) student on cam- 


pus." 


Salazar said he suggested the university 


"set aside a certain amount of money every 
year for minority students" and be said his 
organization "wanted a definite commitment 
on a coordinator for chicano studies." 


Pope told The Star that there are about 


125 students from minority racial backgrounds 
on the NU-Lincoln campus, excluding athletes. 
Most of tbe 125, he said, are Nebraska 
natives.

A strong stand in opposition to

Council "does not condone any 
governmental agency bestowing 
a privilege in the nature of a li- 
quor license on any association 
or organization which maintains 
a policy of racial discrimination 
in its membership." 


Coercion Charged 


But Councilman Merle Hale 


said such a resolution represents 
coercion and would agree only 
to a resolution as earlier pro- 
posed expressing opposition to 
discrimination in general. 


Council C h a i r m a n Erv 


Peterson said he agreed with 
Hale that the phrasing of t h e 
resolution amounts to coercion. 
Joining the two in opposing the 
resolution was Dick Hartsock.

Original Criticized 


He called the original resolu- 


tion to oppose discrimination in 
general 
"a 
mamby-pamby, 


wishy-washy thing," in saying 
that "now is the moment of 
truth" regarding opposition to 
discrimination. 


The council had recently voted 


6-1 to recommend approval of a 
liquor license for the Elks, 
Eagles and Moose lodges after 
City Atty. Dick Wood told the 
council they had no legal choice 
under the State Liquor Control 
Act other than to recommend 
approval since discrimination in 
membership was not an illegal 
discriminatory act. 


Both Pete Peterson and Mrs. 


Boosalis contended that the 
resolution was not one of coer- 
cion but merely a statement that 


the council does not condone 
what is happening. 


Allman Says Nothing 


Siding with the two were Bill 


Davidson and Tom Allman, the 
latter the only one remaining 
silent on the matter throughout 
the debate. 


Mrs. Boosalis commented that 


the City Council under the 
charter 
is charged 
w i t h 


eliminating and preventing all 
forms of discrimination. 


Pete Peterson that "It takes

Mitchell Likens Protesters 
To Brownshirts Of Hitler 


San Francisco (5) — Atty. Gen. 


John N. Mitchell compared last 
week's May day demonstrators 
to Hitler's brownshirts Monday 
and said "nothing else could 
have been done'1 except to make 


' the mass arrests that swept 


them off Washington's streets by 
the thousands. 


"I 
am proud 
of t h e 


W a s h i n g t o n city police," 
Mitchell said. "I am proud that 
they stopped a repressive mob 
from robbing the rights of 
others." 


He expressed alarm over what 


he termed, "a growing threat to 
civil rights in this country." 
That is, he said, "the trend of 
extremist groups, in the name of 
free assembly and free speech 
to deny freedom of others." 


'I hope that Washington's 


decisive opposition to mob force 
will set an example for other 
communities, 
in s i m i l a r 


circumstances, to do the same," 
Mitchell said. "If they do, we 
will see an end to the extremist 
practice of running roughshod 
over the rights of others." 


Taking note of criticism of the 


tactics used by police to round 
up demonstrators attempting to 
stop traffic in the capital, 


Mitchell criticized what he 
termed 
"sideliners 
stepping 


forward to sympathize with the 
lawbreakers 
and 
fault 
the 


police.'' 


'•Some have done so again, 


and unfortunately we find a few

described by five Vietnamese 
women who had lived there. 
They said 60 were killed and 
they escaped because they were 
away working in the fields.

Fisheries and Wildlife, said the 
15 birds found in Jackson Can- 
yon, west of Casper, was the 
largest single find of dead 
eagles that he could recall. 


A report of 25 dead eagles was 


received about two months ago, 
but Lawrence said officials had 
been unable so far to confirm 
it. 


The 15 eagles which were col- 


lected included 10 bald eagles, 


an endangered species familiar 
as the national symbol, and five 
golden eagles. 


Lawrence said the birds were 


being autopsled at the bureau's 
Patuxent Wildlife Center in 
Maryland and that no evidence 
had yet been found of gunshot 
wounds or pesticide poisoning. 


He said 
examination 
for 


mercury poisoning would be 
conducted at Patuxent, and then 
tissue samples would be sent to 
bureau laboratories in Denver to 
be tested for other poisons. 


Investigators have not ruled 


out the possibility that the eagles 
might have eaten poison bait set 
for other predators, he said. 


The study should be com- 


pleted, he said, within 10 days.

not rev eal the names of the GIs 
or the low-rank ing officers. 
The ex -serg eant, Danny S. 
No tley , 2 3, o f St. Paul, Minn., 
to ld a news co nference he did 
no t want to let the Army make 
the men into scapeg o ats like 
Calley .” 
Lt. William L. Calley Jr., was 
conv icted of k illing at least 22 
civ ilians at My Lai. Notley said 
the second massacre occu rred 
31 months later at 
Tru ong 
Khanh and inv olv ed troops of 
the same 11th Infantry Brigade 
of the Americal Div ision. 
A massacre at Tru ong Khanh 
on or abou t April 18 , 19 69 , was 
described by fiv e Vietnamese 
women who had liv ed there. 
They said 60 were k illed and 
they escaped becau se they were 
away work ing in the fields. 
In Saigon, the U.S. Command 
said it planned no inq u iry . 
“ All o f tho se who were in­ 
v o lv ed, if there was such an in­ 
cident, are g o ne no w. As y et, we 
hav e no reaso n fo r an in­ 
v estig atio n,” a military spo kes­ 
man in Saig o n said. 
Howev er, the army began an 
inq u iry in Washington 
after 
Notley told his story on April 28 
to a congressional grou p headed 
by Rep. Ronald V. Dellu ms, D- 
Calif. 
Notley ’s lawy er, Tod Ensign, 
who appeared with the ex ­ 
sergeant at the news conference, 
said the Army had accu sed 
Notley and an antiwar grou p 
called “Citizens Commission of 
Inq u iry ” of impeding the in- 
estigation. 
On the contrary , Ensign said, 
Notley and the antiwar grou p 
wanted to delv e more deeply 
than the Army and pu t the 
blame “ where it belongs” — in 
higher echelons and focu s on 
actions of high-rank ing officers 
and Army policy . 
“ We hav e no ho pe that the 
Army will co nduct this in­ 
v estig atio n,” Ensig n said. 
The antiwar grou p wants to 
impose three conditions on an 
official inq u iry : that Notley not 
be req u ired to identify the low- 
rank ing participants, that he be 
allowed to mak e a “ fu ll state­ 
ment,” and that Dellu ms be 
present. 
Notley cou ld refu se to testiy 
on constitu tional grou nds. If he 
agreed to testify withou t a prior 
agreement that q u estions abou t 
the identity of the participants 
wou ld not be ask ed, he might be 
held in contempt for refu sal to 
answer su ch q u estions.

Wheat Yield Estimated 
At 34 Bushels Per Acre 


By United Press International 
Federal crop o b s e r v e r s 


estimated Monday Nebraska's 
winter wheat yield at 34 bushels 
an acre, down 4 from last year's 
all time record yield, but still 
third highest. 


The 
U.S. Department 
of 


Agriculture, basing its estimates 
on May 1 field conditions, said 
86,088,000 bushels would be pro- 
duced in the state this year. This 
compares with 97,204,000 bushels 
last year. 


In Lincoln, Norman Seller, 


chief statistician for the State- 
Federal Division of Agricultural 


Statistics, said there is no spe- 
cific reason for the decline. 


"All conditions last year were 


just perfect," he said, "and this 
year we're not expecting as 
perfect a year — more near 
normal." 


The second highest year of 


record was 1966, which posted a 
35.1 bushel an acre yield. 


This year's acreage planted in 


whiter wheat totaled 2,532,000, 
compared to last y e a r ' s 
2,588,000, Beller said. He noted 
the acreage decline follows the 
general trend of the last few 
years.

Judging from reports, patrons of the prd Elementary School 


like the innovations given them by Superintendent Dr. William 
Gogan. He has given them an open space, highly individualized 
system of education that is not really so new nationally as 
it is for Nebraska. 


What Gogan has done is to realize, with his experience 


as an educator, that the educational process needs to change 
as much as anything else, perhaps more. Education has changed, 
of course, but not to the degree that you might think. 


Elementary and secondary education are still very much 


the same today as they were 50 years ago in terms of their 
structure. It is their curriculums that have changed, along 
with the addition of visual aids and other mr chanical devices. 


* 
What has remained about the same is the concept of learning 


and it is this that Gogan seeks to change and has changed 
in Ord. That concept is that the learning process is one of 
the teacher teaching and the child learning. 


Now. that may sound only logical to you but it has a 


major pitfall. The teacher today has to do more than offer 
his or her knowledge in a classroom filled with young people. 
The teacher, rather, has to be concerned with learning, not 
just with teaching 


What Gogan has tried to do is to create an environment 


that is favorable to the learning process. He has discarded 
the idea that it is enough to throw knowledge up for grabs 
among the pupils, with some of them getting it and some 
of them not. He has tried to concern himself with the problem 
of why some youngsters do not progress in the normal classroom 
situation. 


His plan features an open space learning area for all 


grades, centered around a media "library'' which makes learning 
available to students via film, educational television, stereo, 
radio, fflmstrips and tape recorders as well as the printed 
page. This system allows for greater individual attention to 
each student and incorporates a process of learning at different 
rates. 


Each child moves ahead in school according to his or 


her own ability. To date, the plan has had nothing but success, 
with characteristic slow learners making good progress and 
the more gifted children moving ahead at a good rate. 


According to Gogan, the system even proves that the learning 


process can be an enjoyable one. 


We doubt that there will ever be a perfect educational 


system bur it is encouraging that men like Gogan continue 
to strive for that goal. When young people fail and end up 
as drop-oars or at a level of achievement far below their 
potential, we should recognize that our system has failed them. 


People, joung and old, are human and can also fail 


themselves but those should be the only failures among us. 
And if we start things out right in the beginning, we might 
anticipate that there will not be many who will fail themselves. 


It is a human characteristic also to want to succeed and 


deliberate or indifferent failure can generally be traced to 
some fault beyond the control of the individual involved. It 
may well be the fault of parents but it may also be the 
fault of the school. 


It is unrealistic to think that the educational process today 


would remain the same as it was for past generations. We 
have recognized the necessity for change in the constant im- 
provement of standards. 


Teachers today are better trained than they were in the 


past, we are better organized and have improved physical 
plants. Certainly, we are spending a great deal more on education 
now than we ever have in the past, even considering the 
impact of inflation. 


But there is no room for complacency. Without an education, 


the young person cannot hope to reach his full potential as 
an individual and this means a multiplicity of other problems 
for society. 


The approach at Ord may not be the answer for every 


school system in the state but it has produced good results 
and does offer us an example of innovation. That kind of 
thing is what we need more of if we are to really meet 
the challenges of the future.

Niobrara Hotly Contested 


A scenic river, a haven for birds and 


wildlife, a mecca for the outdoorsman'' These 
are a few of the things that people have 
in mind for Nebraska's scenic Niobrara 
River. 


Even the town of Niobrara and 
the 


Niobrara State Park are under consideration. 
They are slowly being eaten up by back 
waters and silt from the confluence of the 
Niobrara and Missouri as they empty into 
Lewis and Clark Lake. 


Way back in t h e 1940s, the Bureau of 


Reclamation made a study of the Niobrara 
and recommended the basic plan that is still 
under consideration for it That plan calls 
for construction 
east of Valentine of a 


reservoir, to furnish a substantial recreation 
area and to stabilize the ground water levels 
of the region. 


But there are now at least two groups, 


the

Audubon 
Society and 
the 


American Museum of Natural History, that

oppose this reservoir development 
grounds that it would destroy a unique bird 
habitat linking the wooded regions of eastern 
am western United States 


The Niobrara may or may not ever be 


designated as a wild or scenic river under 
federal guidelines but the river and its 
reservoir proposal promise a spirited battle 
between conservation groups. Final planning 
funds for the reservoir project are being 
sought in the current session of Congress. 


When the conflicts over the future are 


compared, it would seem that the reservoir 
proposal has the best of it. Such a facility 
offers a tremendous potential in terms of 
water conservation and outdoor recreation 
As a bird sanctuary, it may be a unique 
area but it is a little hard to see this as 
the highest and best use of this natural 
resource. The conflict over use demonstrates 
again the growing awareness among all people 
of the need to put our natural resources 
to their most productive and beneficial use.

The impulses are con- 
ducted by highly specialized 
fibers which are assembled in a 
"bundle" 
with one running 


through the right side of the 
heart, one through the 
left 


side. 


A "block" or interference 


or delay retards the passage of 
the impulse. This can occur on 
either the right or left side, and 
can slow the heart beat or in- 
terfere 
with its regularity.

Ohio Voters In Revolt On More Property Tax; 


They Question Today's Values In Education 


ATHENS. Ohio — On the 


class gateway here at Ohio 
University, the first college in 
the Northwest T e r r i t o r y , 
founded in 1804, there is a 
quotation from the Ordinance 
of 1787: "Religion, morality 
and knowledge being necessary 
to good government and the 
happiness of mankind, schools 
and the means of education 
shall forever be encouraged." 


Well, a lot of dogwood petals 


and other things have floated 
down 
the 
Hocking 
River 


through 
these 
lovely 
Ap- 


palachian valleys since then, 
but there is a fierce con- 
troversy now in Ohio about the 
financing of "schools and the 
means of education." 


Up the pike here in Columbus 


last week, the people defeated 
overwhelmingly a proposed 9.7- 
mill levy to provide more 
operating cash for the Colum- 
bus schools, and a 1.15-mill 
levy for public school con- 
struction. This is typical of 
other major cities of the state 
and the nation.

The conventional explanation 


of this — and it is probablly 
right — is that the tax struc- 
ture of the nation is all wrong, 
and Ohio illustrates the point. 
In order to attract industry into 
the state, the advertisement 
here has been "Wonderful, 


Wonderful Ohio," by which the 
politicians of the past have 
meant a state without personal 
or corporate income taxes. 
Ohio wants industry and it 
wants education, but it has 
tried to reconcile the two by 
increasing the property tax, 
and the property owners, in 
Columbus and elsewhere, are 
now obviously in revolt. 


Gov. Gilligan of Ohio is 


trying to change all this. He is 
a Democrat with a Republican 
legislature, and he is in trouble. 
He is arguing for personal and 
corporate income taxes, for 
giving the property owners a 
break, and making individuals 
and corporations pay more 
taxes 
for more education. 


Beyond that, he is proposing to 
deal with the rising cost of 
higher education by subsidizing 
all students who want to go to 
college by making them repay 
their subsidized loam after 
they get out and start making 
at least $7,000 a year. But the 
opposition to his proposals is 
strong, and though he has logic 
and economics on his side, it is 
not at all sure that his program 
will prevail. For something is 
obviously troubling the people 
of this state about the educa- 
tion of their children, and much 
as they are troubled by taxes, 
it could be that they're even 
more 
anxious 
about 
the 


purpose of then- 
universities. 


schools and 
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It could actually come back 


to the inscription on the class 
gateway here at Ohio universi- 
ty Maybe the philosophy of 
education still seems to be 
more important to the tax- 
payers 
of Ohio than 
the 


economics. Many of them, or so 
it seems to somebody coming 
home, 
still 
believe 
t h a t 


"religion, 
m o r a l i t y and 


knowledge" 
are 
not 
only 


necessary to good government 
but to personal happiness, and 
would gladly encourage and 
pay for education with these 
objectives But they do not see 
this now in the educational 
process. 


The 
conflict 
here 
and 


elsewhere is not only between 
the old concept of property 
taxes versus personal and cor- 
porate income taxes but also 
between the old values of 
education and the new, not only 
the financing of education but, 
the purpose of education. 


When James A. Michener 


came to Ohio to study the Kent 
State University tragedy, he 
soon found this philosophical 
conflict between the old and the 
young. The traditional style of 
life, as he saw it, was based in 
this part of the country on a 
belief in God as manifested 
through 
the o r g a n i z e d 


churches. 


It respected authority, it 


believed in 
thrift, 
charity, 


personal responsibility sexual 
fidelity - but the new "life 
style" of at least the militant 


students — as Michener defined 
it — ridiculed the puritan ethic 
as archaic and destructive. 
"Chastity is never mentioned 
and virginity is a temporary 
irritation," he said of the 
young. Love is not a personal 
but a communal thing, and 
maybe more "religions" than 
the old religion of the puritan 
middle age. 


Maybe Michener is getting at 


the essential cause of the con- 
flict in this part of the country, 
at something deeper than taxes 
and economics. "One fact is 
paramount," he says. "When 
the new style people come 
downtown in a filthy group, 
wearing outlandish clothes and 
body paint, they terrify the 
citizens. They seem to us an 
i n c a r n a t i o n 
of revolu- 


tion . . . Such a clash in in- 
terpretation represents a isal 
conflict, and it is this conflict 
that now concerns us." 


Michener may very well have 


put his finger on the main 
point. Behind all the talk in 
Ohio about Gilligan and tax 
structures and the cost of 
e d u c a t i o n , this deeper 
philosophic question divides the 
generations. It goes back to the 
inscription here on the gate of 
Ohio University. For "religion, 
morality and knowledge," the 
old folk would undoubtedly vote 
the taxes, but there is, at least 
among the militant young a 
new definition of "religion, 
morality and knowledge," and 
this philosophic question is not 
only unresolved but undefined 
between the generations.

The block may cause enougn

So it is with a main artery It 


has 
main 
branches, 
and 


smaller branches, and smaller 
ones yet. So if one large branch 
is incapacitated, the smaller 
branches will g r a d u a l l y 
enlarge, to absorb the work in 
a neighboring area — in this 
case, to take over the task of 
feeding the heart muscle. 


It isn't a complete takeover. 


But it helps, helps a lot. That, 
indeed, is the reason why, after 
the first critical period, people 
recover from heart attacks.

Note to Mrs. J H : The ac- 


cepted pattern for giving flu_ 
shots is'to give two, about two 
months apart, the first time, 
but to give a single booster shot 
if you had flu inoculations the 
year before. I do know that 
some doctors prefer to give two 
shots each year, sometimes 
using smaller amounts, but my 
own feeling is that a single 
booster is adequate.

Walks Benefit WcrtLy Ca u ses 


It was a weekend for walking for good 
cau ses. According to press estimates, as many 
as fou r million persons, most of them y ou ng, 
in 600 cities in 50 cou ntries participated in 
the first “ international walk for dev elopment.” 
They hiked for pledges that wou ld help feed 
the world’s hu ngry . 
The worldwide walk was organized by 
the 
Freedom-From-Hu nger 
c a m pa i g n , 
sponsored by the United Nations Food and 
Agricu ltu re 
Organization. 
Hu ndreds 
o f 
thou sands marched in cities across the United 
States in hopes of reaching a goal of $5.5 
million which had been set for this cou ntry . 
Pope Pau l VI praised the walk to combat 
hu nger as “an eloqu ent sign of a new con­ 
science matu ring in the world,” and he prais­ 
ed the predominantly y ou ng marchers for 
making a “positiv e proposal,” rather than 
a “negativ e, decadent, egotistical protest.” 
Su nday also brou ght to an end the first 


phase of a different campaign of possibly 
more special interest to Nebraskans, a cam­ 
paign that again brou ght ev idence of a cons­ 
cience that has alway s been there. 
Univ ersity of Nebraska stu dents dribbled 
a basketball the length of the state beginning 
at the border with Wy oming Thu rsday and 
ending in downtown Omaha to raise money 
for classmate Gary Koepke, who has Hodgkin’s 
disease. The y ou th is one of ten children 
of a Hoskins family that carries no medical 
insu rance and the cost of Gary ’s treatment 
wou ld be a staggering financial bu rden. 
The cou nt after the heartwarming three- 
and-a-half day episode were fou r worn-ou t 
basketballs and some $15.000 toward an ov erall 
goal of $25,000 for the Koepke fu nd. Continu ed 
efforts are in the works. “America is so 
fortu nate that people care.” Gary ’s father 
said in Omaha Su nday . 
Response to the 
Koepkes’ plight is indicativ e of that.

Niobrara State Park are u nder consideration. 
They are slowly being eaten u p by back 
waters and silt from the conflu ence of the 
Niobrara and Missou ri as they empty into 
Lewis and Clark Lake. 
Way back in t h e 1940s, the Bu reau of 
Reclamation made a stu dy of the Niobrara 
and recommended the basic plan that is still 
u nder consideration for it. That plan calls 
for 
constru ction 
east 
of 
Valentine 
of 
a 
reserv oir, to fu rnish a su bstantial recreation 
area and to stabilize the grou nd water lev els 
of the region. 
Bu t there are now at least two grou ps, 
the 
National 
Au du bon 
Society 
and 
the 
American Mu seu m of Natu ral History , that

oppose this reserv oir dev elopment on 
grou nds that it wou ld destroy a u niqu e 
the 
bird 
habitat linking the wooded regions of eastern 
anti western United States. 
The Niobrara may or may not ev er be 
designated as a wild or scenic riv er u nder 
federal 
gu idelines 
bu t 
the 
riv er and 
its 
reserv oir proposal promise a spirited battle 
between conserv ation grou ps. Final planning 
fu nds for the reserv oir project are being 
sou ght in the cu rrent session of Congress. 
When the conflicts ov er the fu tu re are 
compared, it wou ld seem that the reserv oir 
proposal has the best of it. Su ch a facility 
offers a tremendou s potential in terms of 
water conserv ation and ou tdoor recreation. 
As a bird sanctu ary , it may be a u niqu e 
area bu t it is a little hard to see this as 
the highest and best u se of this natu ral 
resou rce. The conflict ov er u se demonstrates 
again the growing awareness among all people 
of the need to pu t ou r natu ral resou rces 
to their most produ ctiv e and beneficial u se.

Dear Dr. Tho steso n: When a 
co nditio n is described as a left 
blo ck o r bundle branch blo ck, 
wo uld that mean that the left 
chamber 
o f 
the 
heart 
is 
blo cked? All o f it? And what 
abo ut tho se small arteries that 
gro w when so me larger o ne is 
clo sed? Is there heart surgery 
fo r this? Also , why do es an 
electro cardio gram 
no t 
sho w 
this difficulty ? —R.W. 
Forget the idea that su ch a 
block means that any chamber 
of the heart is blocked (there 
are fou r chambers, two on the 
right, two on the left side). 
Rather, 
what 
makes 
the 
heart beat? It is an impu lse 
carried by nerv es to the heart 
mu scle. The impu lses are con­ 
du cted by highly specialized 
fibers which are assembled in a 
“ bu ndle” 
with 
one 
ru nning 
throu gh the right side of the 
heart, one throu gh the 
left 
side. 
A 
“block” or interference 
or delay retards the passage of 
the impu lse. This can occu r on 
either the right or left side, and 
can slow the heart beat or in­ 
terfere 
with 
its 
regu larity .

commonly 
follows 
h e a r t 
disease.) 


Ohio Voters In Revolt On More Property Tax; 


They Question Today's Values In Education 


ATHENS, Ohio - On the 
class gateway here at Ohio 
Univ ersity , the first college in 
the Northwest T e r r i t o r y , 
fou nded in 18 04, there is a 
qu otation from the Ordinance 
of 178 7: 
“Religion, morality 
and knowledge being necessary 
to good gov ernment and the 
happiness of mankind, schools 
and the means of edu cation 
shall forev er be encou raged.” 
WeH, a lo t o f do gwo o d petals 
and o ther things hav e flo ated 
do wn 
the 
Ho cking 
Riv er 
thro ugh 
these 
lo v ely 
Ap­ 
palachian v alley s since then, 
but there is a 
fierce 
co n­ 
tro v ersy no w in Ohio abo ut the 
financing o f “ scho o ls and the 
means o f educatio n.” 
Up the pike here in Colu mbu s 
last week, the people defeated 
ov erwhelmingly a proposed 9.7- 
mill lev y 
to 
prov ide 
more 
operating cash for the Colu m­ 
bu s schools, and a 1.15-mill 
lev y for pu blic school 
con­ 
stru ction. This is ty pical of 
other major cities of the state 
and the nation. 
ir ☆ fr 
The co nv entio nal ex planatio n 
o f this — and it is pro bablly 
right — is that the tax struc­ 
ture o f the natio n is all wro ng, 
and Ohio illustrates the po int. 
In o rder to attract industry into 
the state, the adv ertisement 
here 
has 
been 
“ Wo nderful, 


Wonderfu l Ohio,” by which the 
politicians of the past hav e 
meant a state withou t personal 
or corporate 
income 
tax es. 
Ohio wants indu stry and it 
wants edu cation, bu t it has 
tried to reconcile the two by 
increasing the property tax , 
and the property owners, in 
Colu mbu s and elsewhere, are 
now obv iou sly in rev olt. 
Go v . Gilligan 
o f Ohio 
is 
try ing to change all this. He is 
a Demo crat with a Republican 
legislature, and he is in tro uble. 
He is arguing fo r perso nal and 
co rpo rate inco me tax es, fo r 
giv ing the pro perty o wners a 
break, and making indiv iduals 
and co rpo ratio ns 
pay 
mo re 
tax es 
fo r 
mo re 
educatio n. 
Bey o nd that, he is pro po sing to 
deal with the rising co st o f 
higher educatio n by subsidizing 
all students who want to go to 
co llege by making them repay 
their subsidized 
lo ans 
after 
they get o ut and start making 
at least $7,000 a y ear. But the 
o ppo sitio n to his pro po sals is 
stro ng, and tho ugh he has lo gic 
and eco no mics o n his side, it is 
no t at all sure that his pro gram 
will prev ail. Fo r so mething is 
o bv io usly tro ubling the peo ple 
o f this state abo ut the educa­ 
tio n o f their children, and much 
as they are tro ubled by tax es, 
it co uld be that they ’re ev en 
mo re 
anx io us 
abo ut 
the 


pu rpose of 
u niv ersities. 
their scho o ls and 
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It cou ld actu ally come back 
to the inscription on the class 
gateway here at Ohio u niv ersi­ 
ty . May be the philosophy of 
edu cation still seems to be 
more important to the tax ­ 
pay ers 
of 
Ohio 
than 
the 
economics. Many of them, Or so 
it seems to somebody coming 
home, 
still 
believ e 
t h a t 
“religion, 
m or a l i t y 
and 
knowledge” 
are 
not 
only 
necessary to good gov ernment 
bu t to personal happiness, and 
wou ld gladly encou rage and 
pay for edu cation with these 
objectiv es. Bu t they do not see 
this now in the edu cational 
process. 


The 
conflict 
here 
and 
elsewhere is not only between 
the old concept of property 
tax es v ersu s personal and cor­ 
porate income tax es bu t also 
between 
the old 
v alu es 
of 
edu cation and the new, not only 
the financing of edu cation bu t, 
the pu rpose of edu cation. 


When Jam es A. Michener 
came to Ohio to stu dy the Kent 
State Univ ersity tragedy , he 
soon fou nd this philosophical 
conflict between the old and the 
y ou ng. The traditional sty le of 
life, as he saw it, was based in 
this part of the cou ntry on a 
belief in God as manifested 
throu gh 
the 
or g a n i z e d 
chu rches. 
It 
respected 
autho rity , 
it 
believ ed 
in 
thrift, 
charity , 
perso nal respo nsibility sex ual 
fidelity — but the new “ life 
sty le” o f at least the militant 


students — as Michener defined 
it — ridiculed the puritan ethic 
as archaic 
and 
destructiv e. 
“ Chastity is nev er mentio ned 
and v irginity is a tempo rary 
irritatio n,” 
he 
said 
o f 
the 
y o ung. Lo v e is no t a perso nal 
but a co mmunal thing, and 
may be mo re “ religio us” than 
the o ld religio n o f the puritan 
middle age. 


May be Michener is getting at 
the essential cau se of the con­ 
flict in this part of the cou ntry , 
at something deeper than tax es 
and economics. “One fact is 
paramou nt,” he say s. “When 
the new sty le people 
come 
downtown in a filthy grou p, 
wearing ou tlandish clothes and 
body paint, they terrify the 
citizens. They seem to u s an 
i n c a r n a t i o n 
of 
rev olu ­ 
tion . . . Su ch a clash in in­ 
terpretation represents a leal 
conflict, and it is this conflict 
that now concerns us.” 


Michener may v ery well hav e 
put his finger o n the main 
po int. Behind all the talk in 
Ohio abo ut Gilligan and tax 
structures and 
the 
co st 
o f 
e d u c a t i o n , 
this 
deeper 
philo so phic questio n div ides the 
generatio ns. It go es back to the 
inscriptio n here o n the gate o f 
Ohio Univ ersity . Fo r “ religio n, 
mo rality and kno wledge,” the 
o ld fo lk wo uld undo ubtedly v o te 
the tax es, but there is, at least 
amo ng the militant y o ung a 
new 
definitio n 
o f 
“ religio n, 
mo rality and kno wledge,” and 
this philo so phic questio n is no t 
o nly unreso lv ed but undefined 
between the generatio ns.

branches,

smaller branches, and smaller 
ones y et. So if one large branch 
is incapacitated, the smaller 
branches will

enlarge, to absorb the work in 
a neighboring area -- in this 
case, to take ov er the task of 
feeding the heart mu scle. 
It isn’t a complete takeov er. 
Bu t it helps, helps a lot. That, 
indeed, is the reason why , after 
the first critical period, people 
recov er from heart attacks.

Nebraska football fans, who even in losing days, managed 


to look forward to the first game each fall with the same 
anxiety that a four-year-old does to Christmas, have exactly 
four months from today to wait until the Huskers take the 
field at Memorial Stadium to begin defense of their national 
championship against Oregon. 


That's 17% weeks, 123 days, approximately 1,£M major 


league baseball games, hundreds of weekend golf tournamnts 
and 92 horse racing days until that afternoon of Sept. 11 
at 1:30 p.m. arrives. 


And most of the estimated 18,000 spectators, who viewed 


Saturday's annual intrasquad scrimmage winding up spring 
drills left Memorial Stadium smiling in anticipation of that 
Sept. 11 date. The lone exception — the Oregon scout. 


Most of those 18,000 fans as they filed out of Memorial 


Stadium were talking to each other about the offense that 
saved its best showing of the spring until a crowd gathered. 


The buzzing about the offense was only natural since 


football fans are inherently more appreciative of seeing 
touchdowns than of seeing them averted. 


But as impressive as the offense was, the Husker Black 


Shirts, the affectionate tag hung on the No. 1 defensive unit, was 
just as impressive. 


Ingredients To fie Great 


The 1971 NU Black Shirts have all the ingredients to 


be a great defensive platoon. 


Husker defenses in the Devaney era all have been 


big. This one has size, but it also may possess more quickness 
than any previous Nebraska defensive unit. 


It still hasn't the speed merchant in the backfield to 


run stride for stride with a Clifford Branch, but the defensive 
backfield has a most important asset to playing pass defense 
— experience. 


And that defensive backfield has another big plus on 


its side — a front line that has shown good pass rushing ability 
this spring. 


With a front line that goes 6-2, 6-6, 6-1, 6-3 or 6-6, 


and 6-3, a lot of opposing quarterbacks are going to see 
some long shadows bearing down on them even before the 
sun gets to where it makes shadows long. 


At ends John Hyland or John Adkins go 6-2 and 198 


or 6-3 and 222, respectively, and Willie Harper is 6-3 by 
205 while 
at tackles, opposing quarterbacks may find 


themselves having to peer over 6-6, 247-pound Larry Jacobson 
and 6-6, 225-pound Monte Johnson or Bill Janssen, who is 
only 6-3 by 218 while the middle guard figures to be Rich 
Glover, the midget in the front line at 6-1 by 226. 


Exfro Year Of Savvy 


In the defensive backfield, senior Jim Anderson and juniors 


Bill Kosch and Joe Blahak are a *year older and they helped 
form one of the best defensive backfields in the league a 
year ago. 


Although Jerry Murtaugh is missing, the linebacking crops 


is a good one, two-deep with Bill Sloey, Pat Morell, Bob 
Terrio and Bruce Hauge. 


With the Husker defense likely to be one of the best 


in the nation, the offense may not have to score much 
to put wins in the Husker ledger. 


But it was the offense that had the fans buzzing and 


admittedly it also could be better than good. Perhaps one 
big plus for them Saturday was that they didn't have to 
go to bed Friday night facing the nightmare of having to 
go against the Black Shirts. 


With that nightmare averted, Red team' quarterbacks had 


time to think about finding receivers rather than thinking 
about scrambling for their lives. 


Nebraska's offensive linemen won't run into a much tougher 


defensive line than they've faced in previous Saturday scrim- 
mages and some of the lessons they've learned while trying 
and failing to block the likes of Larry Jacobson should stand 
them in good stead in the fall.

12 3 Days To Wait 
Nebraska football fans, who even in losing days, managed 
to look forward to the first game each fall with the same 
anxiety that a four-year-old does to Christmas, have exactly 
four months from today to wait until the Huskers take the 
field at Memorial Stadium to begin defense of their national 
championship against Oregon. 


That’s 17% weeks, 123 days, approximately 1,224 major 


league baseball games, hundreds of weekend golf tournamnts 
and 92 horse racing days until that afternoon of Sept. 11 
at 1:30 p.m. arrives. 


And most of the estimated 18,000 spectators, who viewed 
Saturday’s annual intrasquad scrimmage winding up spring 
drills left Memorial Stadium smiling in anticipation of that 
Sept. 11 date. The lone exception — the Oregon scout. 
Most of those 18,000 fans as they filed out of Memorial 
Stadium were talking to each other about the offense that 
saved its best showing of the spring until a crowd gathered. 


The buzzing about the offense was only natural since 


football fans are inherently more appreciative of seeing 
touchdowns than of seeing them averted. 


But as impressive as the offense was, the Husker Black 
Shirts, the affectionate tag hung on the No. 1 defensive unit, was 
just as impressive. 
Ingredients To Be Great 
The 1971 NU Black Shirts have all the ingredients to 
be a great defensive platoon. 


Husker defenses in the Devaney era all have been 


big. This one has size, but it also may possess more quickness 
than any previous Nebraska defensive unit. 


It still hasn’t the speed merchant in the backfield to 
run stride for stride with a Clifford Branch, but the defensive 
backfield has a most important asset to playing pass defense 
— experience. 
And that defensive backfield has another big plus on 
its side — a front line that has shown good pass rushing ability 
this spring. 


With a front line that goes 4-2, 6*6, 6-1, 6-3 or 6-6, 


and 6-3, a lot of opposing quarterbacks are going to see 
some long shadows bearing down on them even before the 
sun gets to where it makes shadows long. 


At ends John Hyland or John Adkins go 6*2 and 198 
or 6-3 and 222, respectively, and Willie Harper is 6-3 by 
205 while 
at tackles, opposing quarterbacks may fina 
themselves having to peer over 6-6, 247-pound Lany Jacobson 
and 6-6, 225-pound Monte Johnson or Bill Janssen, who is 
only 6-3 by 218 while the middle guard figures to be Rich 
Glover, the midget in the front line at 6-1 by 226. 
Extra Year Of Savvy 
In the defensive backfield, senior Jim Anderson and juniors 
Bill Kosch and Joe Blahak are a year older and they helped 
form one of the best defensive backfields in the league a 
year ago. 


Although Jerry Murtaugh is missing, the linebacking crops 


is a good one, two-deep with Bill Sloey, Pat Morel!, Bob 
Terrio and Brace Hauge. 


With the Husker defense likely to be one of the best 
in the nation, the offense may not have to score much 
to put wins in the Husker ledger. 
But it was the offense that had the fans buzzing and 
admittedly it also could be better than good. Perhaps one 
big plus for them Saturday was that they didn’t have to 
go to bed Friday night facing the nightmare of having to 
go against the Black Shirts. 


With that nightmare averted, Red team quarterbacks had 


time to think about finding receivers rather than thinking 
about scrambling for their lives. 


Nebraska’s offensive linemen won’t run into a much tougher 
defensive line than they’ve faced in previous Saturday scrim­ 
mages and some of the lessons they’ve learned while trying 
and failing to block the likes of Larry Jacobson should stand 
them in good stead in the fall. 
In the Big Eight next fall, there may be some backfields 
that compare with the Huskers’ front line of quarterback 
Van Brownson or Jerry Tagge, wingback Johnny Rodgers, 
I-back Jeff Kinney and fullbacks Bill Olds or Jim Carstens 
or Maury Damkroger. 


But hardly anyone has a Brownson to back up a Tagge 


or vice versa, a Jeff Hughes or Glen Garson to back up 
a Rodgers, a Randy Butts to back up a Kinney or a trio 
of fullbacks with the potential of Olds, Carstens and 
Damkorger.

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Draft Extension Bill Debate Begins 


- Washington — The Senate 
settled down Monday to a pro- 
tracted national security debate 
that ostensibly focused on ex- 
tension of the draft but was 
broadening to include the Viet- 
nam war and military com- 
mitments hi Europe. 


To Senate leaders, it was 


becoming apparent that the 
Selective 
Service legislation, 


normally noncontroversial in 
years past, would become the 
major controversial bill of this 
session of Congress. With an air 
of resignation, Senators Mike 
Mansfield 
of 
Montana, 
the 


Senate's Democratic leader, and 
Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania, the 
Republican leader, talked Mon- 
day of a Senate debate that 
could go on for weeks, probably 
into July, before action was 
completed on the legislation. 


The present draft authority 


expires on June 30, and it is 
uncertain what would happen if 
Congress by then does not ap- 
prove an extension of the Selec- 
tive Service law. With the 
reduced draft calls, the Pen- 
tagon p r e s u m a b l y could 
postpone calls for a few months 
until the legislation was ap- 
proved. 


Vote Claim 'Shaky' 


It was still unclear whether 


the Senate was willing to accept 
a two-year extension qjf 
the 


draft, as proposed by the ad- 
ministration and already ap- 
proved by the House. In the 
c l o s e l y 
divided 
Senate, 


Republican leaders claimed 52 
votes — a majority — for a two- 
year extension, but they admit- 
ted that some of those votes 
were "shaky." 


Beyond the immediate issue of 


the draft, various groups, drawn 
largely from the antiwar faction 
in the Senate, were seeking to 
use the legislation as a vehicle 
to force an end to the Vietnam 
war and to re-examine the ex- 
tent of the nation's overseas 
commitments, particularly in 
western Europe.

the draft extension to one year, 
terminate the draft, prohibit the 
sending of draftees to Vietnam 
or

year. 


Into this incipient Vietnam 


debate, Mansfield is preparing 
to introduce a major new ele- 
ment 
— 
the 
question 
of 


American troop contributions to 


the 
North 
Atlantic 


Organization. 


Amendment Considered 


Mansfield, who in the past has 


proposed a resolution calling for 
a 
substantial 
reduction 
in 


American military strength in 
Europe, is considering offering 
an amendment to the bill that 
would require a 50% reduction 
in the nearly five American 
divisions 
now stationed 
in 


Europe. 


In proposing to move now with 


a restrictive amendment rather 
than his past approach of a 
nonbinding 
sense-of-the-senate 


resolution, Mansfield acknowl- 
edged that he was influenced 
by the monetary crisis, in West- 
ern Europe. 


"If so many of our dollars 


flowing over there are causing 
such a difficult monetary situa- 
tion in Europe, then I think it is 
about time some of the $14 
billion being used to support 
American troops in Europe be 
reduced considerably," he said 
in an interview. "If Germany 
and Holland can float their 
currencies, then I see no reason 
why we can't float our forces in 
reverse and in that way help to 
stabilize the dollar." 


Pressure Continues 


As reflected in the Mansfield 


comments, the E u r o p e a n 


Treaty j monetary crisis is expected to 


contribute to pressures in the 
senate to reduce the American 
troop commitment in Europe. 


In the opening round of the 


debate, the war critics were 
holding back, letting members 
of the Armed Services Com- 
mittee present their case, in a 
series of statements, that ex- 
tension 
of 
the 
draft 
was 


necessary 
to 
maintain the 


strength of the armed services 
and the reserves. At the same 
time, Sen. John C. Stennis, D- 
Miss., chairman of the Armed 
Services Committee, accused 
the critics 
of 
indulging in 


dangerous tactics w i t h their 
amendments. 


"The underlying issue of this 


debate is not so much the 
Selective Service itself as it is 
whether or not Congress is to 
attempt to end the w a r by 
destroying or crippling the draft 
— our primary means of pro- 
curing military manpower," he 
said. "This is a dangerous thing 
to attempt to do. 


"To attempt to end the war by 


crippling or ending the draft 
would be a calamity for our na- 
tion's security."

W a s h i n g t o n (UPI) - 


Chairman Preston Martin of the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board 
advised 
prospective 
home 


owners Monday to buy now 
because mortgage rates aren't

decline. 


Many families, said Martin in 


an Interview, have been waiting 
for money costs to drop before 
buying a home—and that time 
has now arrived. 


"Now's the time to buy," he 


said, ". . . rates don't look like 
they'll fall much farther." 


Martin, 
whose 
a g e n c y 


regulates some 4,500 savings 
and loan institutions which sup- 
ply much of the home mortgage 
money, said a nationwide survey 
showed that interest rates are 
about 7.25% for a house. A year 
ago, they were 8.5% or higher. 


The current rate level, Martin 


predicted, would remain sta- 
tionary for awhile, but he 
declined to estimate for how 
long. At any rate, he said, the 
rates are 
not expected to 


reverse their trend and climb as 
they did in the last decade. 


Martin said there was a 


tremendous inflow on money 
into savings institutions between 
January and March of this year 
during which their accounts 
gained by a record $7.4 billion. 


"They've got money to lend,"

Draft Extension Bill Debate Begins

« Washington — The Senate 
settled down Monday to a pro­ 
tracted national security debate 
that ostensibly focused on ex­ 
tension of the draft but was 
broadening to include the Viet­ 
nam war and military com­ 
mitments in Europe. 
To Sena te lea ders, it wa s 
beco ming a ppa rent tha t the 
Selectiv e 
Serv ice 
leg isla tio n, 
no rma lly no nco ntro v ersia l 
in 
y ea rs pa st, wo uld beco me the 
ma jo r co ntro v ersia l bill o f this 
sessio n o f Co ng ress. With a n a ir 
o f resig na tio n, Sena to rs Mike 
Ma nsfield 
o f 
Mo nta na , 
the 
Sena te’s Demo cra tic lea der, a nd 
Hug h Sco tt o f Pennsy lv a nia , the 
Republica n lea der, ta lked Mo n­ 
da y o f a Sena te deba te tha t 
co uld g o o n fo r weeks, pro ba bly 
into July , befo re a ctio n wa s 
co mpleted o n the leg isla tio n. 
The present draft authority 
expires on June 30, and it is 
uncertain what would happen if 
Congress by then does not ap­ 
prove an extension of the Selec­ 
tive Service law. 
With 
the 
reduced draft calls, the Pen­ 
tagon p r e s u m a b l y could 
postpone calls for a few months 
until the legislation was ap­ 
proved. 
Vo te Cla im ‘Sha ky ’ 
It was still unclear whether 


the Senate was willing to accept 
a two-year extension of the 
draft, as proposed by the ad­ 
ministration and already ap­ 
proved by the House. In the 
c l o s e l y 
divided 
Senate, 
R epublican leaders claimed 52 
votes — a majority — for a two- 
year extension, but they admit­ 
ted that some of those votes 
were “ shaky.” 
Bey o nd the immedia te issue o f 
the dra ft, v a rio us g ro ups, dra wn 
la rg ely fro m the a ntiwa r fa ctio n 
in the Sena te, were seeking to 
use the leg isla tio n a s a v ehicle 
to fo rce a n end to the Vietna m 
wa r a nd to re-ex a mine the ex ­ 
tent o f the na tio n’s o v ersea s 
co mmitments, pa rticula rly in 
western Euro pe. 
R eady to be offered in the 
c o m i n g 
w e e k s 
w e r e 
amendments that would limit 
the draft extension to one year, 
terminate the draft, prohibit the 
sending of draftees to Vietnam 
or 
to 
any 
hostilities 
not 
authorized by Congress, and 
that 
would 
r e q u i r e 
the 
withdrawal of all troops from 
Vietnam by the end of the 
year. 
Into this incipient Vietnam 
debate, Mansfield is preparing 
to introduce a major new ele­

Organization. 
Amendment Co nsidered 
Mansfield, who in the past has 
proposed a resolution calling for 
a 
substantial 
reduction 
in 
American military strength in 
Europe, is considering offering 
an amendment to the bill that 
would require a 50% reduction 
in the nearly five American 
divisions 
now 
stationed in 
Europe. 
In pro po sing to mo v e no w with 
a restrictiv e a mendment ra ther 
tha n his pa st a ppro a ch o f a 
no nbinding 
sense-o f-the-sena te 
reso lutio n, Ma nsfield a ckno wl- 
e d g e d tha t he wa s influenced 
by the mo neta ry crisis, in West­ 
ern Euro pe. 
“ If so many of our dollars 
flowing over there are causing 
such a difficult monetary situa­ 
tion in Europe, then I think it is 
about time some of the $14 
billion being used to support 
American troops in Europe be 
reduced considerably,” he said 
in an interview. “ If Germany 
and Holland can float their 
currencies, then I see no reason 
why we can’t float our forces in 
reverse and in that way help to 
stabilize the dollar.” 
Pressure Co ntinues 
As reflected in the Mansfield 
comments, the E u r o p e a n 


monetary crisis is expected to 
contribute to pressures in the 
senate to reduce the American 
troop commitment in Europe. 
In the o pening ro und o f the 
deba te, the wa r critics were 
ho lding ba ck, letting members 
o f the Armed Serv ices Co m­ 
mittee present their ca se, in a

At the sa me 
time, Sen. Jo hn C. Stennis, D-

“The underlying issue of this 
debate is not so much the 
Selective Service itself as it is

to attempt to do. 
“ To attempt to end the war by 
crippling or ending the draft 
would be a calamity for our na­ 
tion’s security.”
